WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—Holders of 
6 per sent bonds issu@d under the acts of 
July 17 and Aug. 5, 1861, and under the act of 
March 8, 1863, have been notified to-day that 
their bonds will be paid, principal and in- 
terest, on the ist day of July, 1881, 
the date on which they become subject to re- 
demption. If holders prefer to leave their 
money in the bonds of the Government, sub- 
ject to payment at its pleasure, they may do 
so by presenting their bonds at the Treasury 
on or before the 10th day of May, 1881, 
with a request that, in lieu of the 6 per cent, 
registered bonds bearing interest at the rate 
of 344 per cent per annum, and payable semi- 
annually, be issued to them. To holders 
who desire to make this exchange, interest 
at 6 per cent to July will be prepaid.

WasuHineton, D. C., April 11.—The law- 
vers of the International Bank were not 


asked time of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue until to-morrow or next day to file 
the supplemental statement, which is to con- 
tain the deductions to which the claim the 
bank is entitled.

COLD-BLOODED ASSASSINATION.

Woodcock, Internal Revenue Collector, to- 
day received the particulars of the murder 
of Deputy United States Marshal Henry 
Seagraves in Macon County. Seagraves, ac- 
companied by Samuel Cox, while retarning 
from an oOffielal trip to Sumner County, 
stopped at a house tweive miles from Lafay- 
ette for supper. While there four men ap- 


‘peared at the cabin of a negro near the 


house where Seagraves and Cox were eating, 
and inquired if the two had arrived. They 
were answered in the affirmative, and 
fired two shots to attract Seagraves 
and Cox to the cabin. The shots had 
the desired effect, the two revenue men 
and their host hastening toward the spot. 
When near the cabin Seagraves was shot In 
the centre of the heart and through the right 
wrist, the wound causing instant death. 
Cox fled, and his host returned to the house. 
After Seagraves fell the assasins told the 
negro to goto Rutherford’s house and say 
that if Seagraves and Cox would send them all 
the papers and money they had with them, they 
would not molest them further. The negra 
took a lantern and started to the house, but 
had only got a short distance when he came 
upon the body of Seagraves. He returned 
to the men and informed them ot 
what he had seen. They told bim 
to return and brin the man 
to them. The negro refu The men then 
tried 2 him to go out and drag the body 
co ne in by the heels, but again he re- 
fused. The wen then went out to where the 
y was lying; and, after robbing it of a 
watch, pistol, and money, left. The negro 
does not know who the men were, but thinks

SUGAR DUTIES. 
COLLECTOR MERRITT SUED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, April 11.—The trial ot the case 
of S. & W. Welsh, sugar importers, of No. 
Wall street, against Collector Merritt, was 
begun in the United States Circuit 
Court this afternoon before Judge 
Wallace and a jury. The suit was 
brought to recover several thousand 
dollars which, the plaintiffs allege, were ex- 
acted of them in excess of the lawful. du- 
ties on an importation of centrifugal sugar 
from Cuba in August, 1879. It is a test suit, 
and hundreds of similar suits are dependent 
upon the result of the trial. The sugar im- 
porters were present in court in full 
force. They have been seeking for two 
years to persuade Congress to

PosstB_y the best defense of the Republican 
position in continuing the deadlock in the 
Senate on the motion to proceed to the elec- 
tion of officers was made by Senator Hawley, 
of Connecticut, in his speech of April s.

Tue Constitution of Ohio, adopted thirty 
years ago, prohibits the licensing of saloons 
or the retailing of any spirituous liquor for 
beverage purposes. Many kinds of coercive 
teetotal laws have been passed to prohibit 
liquor-drinking, but thus tar all in vain. The 
public appetite has refused to be denied its 
accustomed stimulant. The last device is 
modeled on the Michigan plan of a heavy 
tax on the seller., it is not called a license, 
but is more in the nature of a fine, to be ex- 
acted once a year. It is claimed that this is 
the only device that has yet been discovered 
that diminishes drinking, reduces crime and 
disorder, and renders the saloon business or- 
derly and quiet. The effect of a high taxis 
to suppress a multitude of small dives and 
doggeries and to concentrate the business 
into fewer and more responsible hands; at 
the same time the State derives a large rev- 
enue from the high tax. 

Acting on this experience of Michigan, the 
so-called Pond bill is being vigorously pushed 
in the Ohio Legislature. This bill, if it be- 
comes a law, will impose a fine or tax of $250 
upon all liquor-selling. The effect will be to 
stop the sale of spirituous drink in corner 
groceries and small saloons, and, in the 
opinion of the @holesale mon, Will materially 
lessen the amount consumed. 

Henee the wholesale liquor-dealers held a 
meeting in Cincinnati last week to concert 
measures to defeat the bill.

THE PRESIDENTS POWER OF REMOVAL 
OF OFFICERS. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
gave a judgment at this term which author- 
itatively determines the power of the Presi- 
dent to remove an officer in the army or navy 
of the United States without previous trial 
by court-martial. The factsin this case lead- 
ing up to the decision are somewhat peculiar 
and interesting. Charles W. Blake was a 
Post-Chaplain in the army and was stationed 
at Camp McDowell in Arizona. 
of December, 1868, he addressed a note to 
the Secretary of War complaining of un- 
just treatment for several years, and 
asked for an investigation. But if no 
such investigation could be had then 
he tendered his resignation as a Chap- 
lain of the army, intending to lay the facts 
“before the Chureh and the country.’’ This 
letter was forwarded through all the 
branches’ of the service until it reached the 
President, who accepted the resignation, to 
take effect March 17, 1869. On the 27th of 
April, 1809, Blake having received official 
notice of the atceptance of his resignation, 
wrote to the Secretary of War pleading ill- 
health and denying any knowledge of having 
ever resigned, and asking a revecation of the 
acceptance of his sd&called resignation. Sub- 
sequent investigation legves no doubt that 
Blake was in March insane and remained so 
for several years after. 

In the meantime, President Grant in July, 
1870, appointed several Post Chaplains in the 
army, ineluding Alexander Gilmore, of 
New Jersey, vice Blake, resigned.” This 
nomination was confirmed by the Senate 
July 12, 1870. Gilmore has since been in the 
service. Blake’s insanity continued until 
1874. 

In September, 1878, President Hayes made 
the following order:

In March, 1865, by an act of that date, offi- 
cers dismissed by the President were author- 
ized to apply for a trial, and it was provided 
that, in case the Court did not convict and 
id not sentence to death or dismissal, the 
ent’s summary dismissal should be 
void. Thus the law stood until July 17, 
1866, when Congress repealed the foregoing 
enactments, and provided: ** Aid no officer 
in the military or naval service shall, in time 
of peace, be dismiased from the service ex- 
cept upon and in pursuance of the sentence 
of a court-martial to that effect, or in com- 
mutation thereof.“ 


This was the law when ‘Oilmore, was ap- 
pointed by the President and confirmed. by 


the Senate, vice Blake, in 1872. The Supreme 
Court in this decision thus construés the 
purpose and effect of this legislation: ” 


Our conclusion is that there was no purpose 
by the Ofth section of the act of July 1808, € to 
withdraw from the President the power, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to super- 
sede an officer in the military or naval service 
by the appointment of some one in his piace. It

This en leaves Blake in a worse posi- 
tion than he was before he brought suit. It 
decides that, irrespective of his resignation, 
he ceased to be an officer of the army after 
the appointment of his successor, and that, 
having ceased to be an officegphe could not 
again become Post-Chaplain without a re- 
appointment by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. This decision, therefore, 
excludes him from the place he now holds. 

It will be seen that the Court distinctly 
affirms the power of the President to re- 
move any officer, military or civil, whose 
tenure is not fixed by the Constitution, by 
appointing another person with the consent 
of the Senate. On the other branch of the 
question, as to whether his power to remove 
such officers alone, and without the consent 
of the Senate, can be limited or abridged by 
acts of Congress, not being presented by this 
case, no opinion is expressed, though the 
Court suggests that until within a compara 
tively recent period such power has always 
been conceded to exist.

the fatal bombs, but the men who made the 
bombs, the parties whe h oused and sheltered

among them the young girl Sophie Peroloy- 
sky, who asked that no favor be shown her on 
account of sex, and who bids fair to be 
known in history with much the same repu- 
tation as that enjoyed by the famous Parisian 


Communist Louise Michel, though the latter |

political crimes. The result of the trial was 
| vice is no longer sound unless limited and 


aforegone conclusion. The prisoners teok 
their lives in their hands when they conspired 
against the Czar. They knew that if they 
were captured certain death awaited them, 
and with this consciousness they ac- 
cepted the lots that fell to them from 
the urn and pointed to them as the 
ones who must commit the deed, 
with the most complete satisfaction. 
This being the case, of course they had no 
defense to make and needed no counsel. 
They went into the conspiracy content and 
prepared also to go to their death if they 
only killed the Czar. It may be that they 
cherished the idea if they killed-the Czar it 
would intimidate the son, and influence him 
to make the coneessions which have been 
demanded by the Nihilists, but if such were 
the case they evidentiy reckoned wrong, 
since Alexander III., whatever reforms he 
may be contemplating, evidently has no in- 
tention of temporizing with Nihilism or of 
making any concession through fear, or 
promising anything to conspiraters with 
their bloody weapons in their hands. Exist- 
enee under such a secret surveillance as 
always surrounded his father is horrible 
enough to drive one mad. It is said that the 
latter at one time wore a chain breastplate 
under his tunic, but not being able to endure 
its weight he caused his tunics to be padded 
with cotton wool, which was hardened by 
preparations so that it was dagger and 
pistol proof. At one time an attempt 
was made to poison him by sending him a 
petition covered with some noxious powder, 
and after that he refused to receive any duc- 
uments of any kind. Next, he gave up 
smoking, for fear that his cigars might be 
treated in a similar manner. He would 
drink no wine from bottles that were not un- 
corked in his presence. His cook prepared 
his food under the surveillance of two police 
guards, and everything that he ate or drank 


was first tasted in his presence by two off 


cials. This uncomfortable mode of lite, this 
constant suspicion of every one and every- 
thing about him, this almost momentary ap- 
prehension of death, must also confront the 
present Czar, and must be increased by the 
death-sentence that has just been passed 
upon the conspiraters; and yet to yield to it, 
to make any concessions under such a press- 
ure, or to relax in the Jeast the vigilant un- 
earthing and puntsument of these political 
offenders, would imply a weakness and timid- 
ity that an absolute ruler cannot afford to 
show. He may have reforms in contempla- 
tion, put it ig doubtful whether he can or 
will put them into operation until he has 
first squelched Nihilism or made it a sup 
pliant. 

In the list of victims who are to go to the 
gibbet there is one, Sophie Perolovsky, whose 
fate, atrocious as her crime was, will call out 
some sympathy. She is a young girl, not yet 
21, of good education, noble family, and un- 
spotted personal character. She was the 
leader, not only in the event that resulted in 
the Czar’s death, but the mine explosion that 
caused so much

train. She was a girl of undaunted 
courage, as was shown by her conductin 
each of these three attempts upon the life of 
the Czar, and a person of more than ordinary 
ability, as was shown by the skill and cool- 
ness with whieh she planned and directed 
eacn of these attempts. As the Crar had in- 
jured noone in her family, and as she had 
no special grievance against him or any of 
his officials, it seems apparent that she was 
infatuated with the idea of liberty to the 
verge of fanaticism, and regarded herself, 
like Joan of Are and Chariotte Corday, as 
the agency selected by Divine Providence to 
rid the suffering people of Russia from the 
yoke of atyrant, It might be replied that 
this would be folly, as one despot might suc- 
ceed the other; but the fanatic does not stop 
to question, nor hag he foresight. In his 
biind fury he only sees the tyrant, and 
hurls himself upon him, careless of his 
own fate, and, if he looks into the future 
at all, only reflects that if another despot 
seeks to continue the yoke, another fanatic 
may be found to visit vengeance upon him. 
It was an atrocious deed that Sophie Pero- 
lovsky planned, and, though she rushed 
upon her fate with open eyes, it is difficult

RIVER COMPETITION IN “GRAIN SHIP- 
MENTS. 


Two reductions,each amounting to five cents 
on 100 pounds, have recently been ordered 
by the management of the east-bound rail- 
road pool, and the rate on grain has thus 
been lowered to 25 cents per hundred before 
the opening of navigation. But this does not 
tell the whole story. Notwithstanding this 
unusual public reduction, it is understood 
that the railroads are cutting rates and that 
secret contracts have been made for shipping 
wheat from Chicago to New York at rates as 
low as 19 cents per hundred, or little more than 
11 cents per bushel. The reason of this is very 
clear. The Mississippi as an outlet for the 
grain of the West, Northwest, and Southwest 
during the close of lake navigation is con- 
stantly enlarging its territory. The. vast 
quantity of grain that can be taken to 
New Orleans by barges at a cost of 


| six to eight cents will include the do- 


main which the trunk ‘lines ef railroads 
have heretofore regarded as exclusively 
their own so long as the lakes are closed. 
The New Orleans newspapers include the 
grain districts of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Iilinois, and Indiana, as well as Missouri, 
Kansas, and Nebraska, in the territory which 
barge transportation can reach. The grain 
shipments from New Orleans went up from 
5,500,000 bushels in the season 1878-579 to 
18,675,000 in the season 1879-’80; and since the 
18th of February the barges took from St. 
Louis alone 4,000,000 to that city, which 
found ocean steamships and immediate ship- 
ment awaiting it. The possibilities of this 
Mississippi trade have forced themselves 
upon the railroad managers, and when the 
pool stubbornly held out against this compe- 
tition the individual roads began to cut un- 
der to save themselves. Now that the pool 
has officiaily recognized the new competi- 
tion, the roads continue to cut in the 
effort to get an advantage over one 
another. The outlook promises a railroad 
war during the spring and summer season; 
for, if the roads are cutting rates now, the 
pool will searcely be able to control them 
when lake transportation shall increase the 
competition. Buta railroad war for aseason, 


however advantageous it may be to Western 


shippers, will still be less important than the 
prospect that Mississippi transportation to 
the seaboard will henceforth be a lasting 
competition for the grain trade while lake 
navigation is closed, and that there will be as 
arule only acouple of months in the year 
when any railroad pool can be master of the 
situation. During that brief period the 


| farmers and shippers of the West can afford 


to store their grain and produce.

DON’T GO WEST. 

It is time to reverse the advice which Hor- 
ace Greeley made famous by the phrase Go 
West, young man,” and which the newspaper 
he left behind him continues to urge upon 
people of discontented disposition, The ad- 


modified. The heterogeneous and aimless 
flood of emigration to the West, simply be- 
cause it is western in direction, ana including 
peuple who are doing well enough where 
they are, has entailed much _ inflividual suf- 
fering. Experience has proved that agricult- 
ural pursuits cannot be profitably or even 
safely undertaken anywhere west of the both 
degree of Jongitude in any of the vast territory 
south of Dakota. The drought and the grass- 
hoppers are the plagues of that region. Even 
irrigation, expeusive as it is under all cir- 
cumstances, has been found impracticable 
for want of water outside the lia medlate val- 
leys of the Platte and Arkansas Rivers. None 
of the other streams drain from the 
snows of the Rocky Mountains but run dry 
just when their waters are needeu for irriga- 
tion. Thousands of families that moved be- 
yond the line of are striving to secure 
homes further east, and find them more cost- 
ly now than when they abandoned them. 
The State of Lilinois lost in its agricultural 
population 50,000 families duting the last 
decade, when it should have gained as many. 
There are but 3,000,000 people in this State, 
including all the cities and towns, which will 
support twice that population comfortably 
and without the least crowding. 

The records of Castle Gardén show that 
immigration to this country has again grown 
to a scale which is formidable. It is true that 
too large a proportion of acertain class of 
the immigrants—especially the Irish agri- 
cultural laborers—seek the cities and rémain 
there. It is also true that another blass of the 
immigrants—the Scandinavians and North 
Germans—are well suited to endure the cli- 
mate and exposure of pioneer life in the 
Northwestern, ‘Territories, and that the ex- 
tension of the Northern Padific Railroad 
opens up to them agricultural opportunities 


| which their sturdy constitutions and indus- 


trious habits may make more than self-sus- 
taining. But it is to these classes that the 
attractions of migration to the Far West 
should be confined. The people who are lo- 
cated anywhere in the States of Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa. 
Minnesota, and the east halfof Kansas and 
Nebraska upon terms that are not absolutely 
oppressive will do better to remain than to 
risk ills they know not of in remote terri- 
tory of uncertain yield. 

Farming people should strain every effort 
to keep within the circle of ample and assured 
rainfall and the belt of transportation. 
Those who have more land than they can 


work to advantage should sell to their 


neighbors and the new-comers. They can 
use the proceeds of such sales advanta- 
geously in clearing themselves of debt and in 
tile-draining and otherwise improving the 
land that remains in. such manner as 
to make it more productive than before. The 
agricultural States are still a long way re 
moved from the danger of overproduction, 
It is time to begin to fili up instead of further 
spreading out. The same — of work 
ee 
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will in a new country which lacks these 
qualities, even though the land in the latter 
ease be free and practically boundless. It is 
no longer right to tell every young man to 
go West simply because he is young, and 
strong, and hopeful, when the chances are 
that he may make better use of his youth, 
and strength, and ambition without risking 
the chill and disappointment of frontier life 
on arid plains or bad lands of the mountains.

Ir is only fair to Mayor Harrison to pre- 
sume that his note to the Superintendent of 
Police directing him to enforce strictly the 
ordinances prohibiting minors, thieves, and 
prostitutes from frequenting saloons was 
dictated in good faith. Still. the order is re- 
markable in two ways. It is, in the first 
place, an admission the charges of the 
Republican press during the campaign were 
well founded; and, secondly, itis a confes- 
sion that there has been culpable negligence 
or omission of duty in seme part of the police 
administration, we do not pretend to say 
where. The Mayor indirectly asserts, on in- 
formation and belief, that the ordinances are 
violated in the manner complained of. In 
so doing, he substantiates the most serious 
charges made during the campaign, and ac- 
cuses somebody, either himself or his subor- 
dinates, of failure to perform an official duty. 
From the manner in which the orderis ex- 
ecuted it will be possible for the people to 
judge how much earnestness and purpose 
there is in it. We do Mayor Harrison the 
credit of believing that he has no personal 
affection for law-breakers as such, and would 
rather succeed in a political way without 
them than with them. It has only been 
his misfortune, if such it can de 
regarded from the politician’s pbint of view, 
that he has preferred to succeed with them 
rather than not to succeed at all. He is now 
luckily in a positing where he can afford to 
dispense with theig support. His majority 
of 8,000 represents sHghtly more than the 
combined vote of all the gamblers, thieves, 
confidence-men, and hangers-on of places of 
bad repute in the city. If it did not he 
could count on the support of all the 28,000 
who voted for Clark in a crusade against 
these pests to society. Mr. Harrison has 
now obtained success; it remains for him to 
achieve, or rather to secure, a reputation. It 
will be a serious undertaking, and may lose 
him, if he shall be a candidate for office 
again, 2,000 or 3,000 disreputable votes in the 
First, Second, and Ninth Wards, and perhaps 
as many more illegal votes in all parts of the 
city. But it will gain for him from the 
classes who believe in law and order two 
votes for every one it costs him.

Tur Rev. Mr. Feldhahn is Chaplain of the 
House of Correction near Ploetzensee. A short 
time ago be read a paper before a large au- 
dience in Berlin showing by statistical reports 
the enormous inerease in crime since 1871 in the 
State of Prussia. While during the year 1871 
68,006 persons were inearcerated to await exami- 
nation and trial, this number bas increased from 
year to year until it reached in the year 1879 the 
astounding number of 182,475. The number of 
crimes against public morality bas increased 
from 1871 to 1878 by 148 per cent. The Rev. Feld- 
hahn does not regard the war orsudden accumu- 
lation of wealth, nor the crash of 1873, or pre- 
vailing misery in industrial life as the causes for 
this tremendous inorease, but chiefly the want of 
proper education. “Every Berolinian knows,” 
he said, what the consequences are when the 
children of the laboring classes, outside of school 
hours, are left to themseives during the rest of 
the day. He pointedly condemned too early 
mat riages among the lower classes, hecause they 
contributed chiefly to the increase of crime. 
When poor young married men lose their em- 
ployment for some cause or other, they too 
often resort to strong drink, in order to drown 
their sgrrow, until they finaily commit crime to 
provide for their families at home. The speaker 
described thefnternal a rrangements of the prison 
near Piocetzensee, and demonstrated the fact that 
nearly all of the prisoners incarcerated therein 
are better treated, received better food, ete., 
than they ever had, or possibly ever would have, 
at home. But, if punisument is to be considered 
as an atonement for a crime, and shail have a 
salutary effect upon the criminal classes, the 
mode and manner prevailing in Pioetzensee to 
let the prisoners pass their time in company,

mode of imprisonment, and said that after its in- 
troduction the general assertion that Peniten- 
tiaries were the graduating high schools for 
criminals would soon become an obsolete phrase. 


VIENNA seems for years to have beena 
sort of trysting-place for all the Nibilists of 
Europe. Being a half-way station between the 
east and the west, the Austrian Capital is excel- 
lently adapted fora short reudezvous. Only of 
late the police of that city have Giscovered that 
several conventions of Nihilists have been held 
there, and that a small colony of Nibiliste live and 
enjoy themselves under their very noses. Dur- 
ing the week after the assasina tion of the Rus- 
sian Czar they held a banquet in honor ana oel- 
ebration of tue St. Petersburg catastropbe. It 
is said to houve been a wild orgy, during which 
frantic revelry, wild speeches, and toasts giori- 
fying the bappy accomplishment of the murder 
of the Car were the order of the evening; all of 
which was hugely enjoyed by the males and fe- 
males present. The police heard of this banquet 
only when all the participants had disappeared 
again to their dark and unknown baunts. A 
few days later placards were found early in the 
morning fastened on the doors of the hotel of 
the Russian Embassy threatening the Ambas- 
sador and all the members of the Legation in 
general, and all the crowned heads of Europe 
in particular, with assasination. The police are 
developing more activity in reference to these 
matters now than ever before; but, judging by 
the tone of the Vienna press, it must be taken 
for gianted that the proposition of the Agence 
Russe fora geveral codperation of the Powers 
against all revolutionary elements is not looked 
upon with any favor by the German subjects of 
Francis Joseph, whose life seems to be as safe 
among them as in the bisom of his own family.

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Tux irregularities of representation in the 
Connecticut Leislature are strikingly shown in 
tables printed inthe New Haven Falladium. The 
constitutional amendment regulating the mat- 
ter was adopted in 1820, and in the following 
year ao apportionment was made which dis- 
tributed the representation about equally 
among the several counties of the State, 
But in the last fifty years there has 
been a great shifting of the population. 
The manufacturing cities and towns have 
grown enormously, while the rural districts 
have had comparatively a slower growth, and in 
some cases have lost absolutely. Each of the three 
Senators from Hartford now represents 41,792 of 
population, and each of the forty-four Repre- 
sentatives 2.840 of population; while the Sen- 
ators and Representatives from New Haven 
County represent respectively 52,175 and 4,743 
people. On the other hand, the two Senators 
from Talland represent each only 12,056 people. 
and the twenty-two Representatives each only 
1,096. The misfortune is that the counties which 
are inadequately represented hold more than 
the balance of power, and it has heretofore 
been impossible to get a majority of the Legis- 
lature in favor of redistributing the representa- 
tion on an equitable busis.

THE EMIGRANT BUSINESS, 

The meeting of the Western Trunk Lines 
Association in this city Thureday wili be a 
highly interesting one. This iauon, aa, is 
generally known, was formed a little moge than 
a year ago for the purpose of ex; bi- 
trary rates on the emigrant ages from the 
East, and todo away with the cht of ex- 
orbitant commissions to sdgure such business. 
The Eastern trunk lines previous to the forma- 
tion of the Association;-bad everything their 
own wuy 80 business was concerned, 
and took away the cream of the profits derived 
from .it, Therefore they did not look with 
friendly eyes upon the Association, and did 
everything in their power to break it up. They 
succeeded in so far as toarouse a spirit of rivairy 
ameng the lines in the Association which finaily 
resulted in the withdrawal of the Rock Island. 
Tne other Western roads, however, decided 
to keep the Association alive anyway, and, if 
possible, strengthen it. It was found necessary, 
in order to do this, to remove the headquarters 
of the Commissioner from New York to Chicago, 
and as Commissioge winner could not come 
to this city it was totnd expedient to appoint a 
new man in his place. The position was offered 
to Mr. James Chariton, General Passenger 
Agent of the Chicago & Alton, and one of the 
ablest and most egergetic passenger-men in the 
country, and he signitied bis intention to accept 
under certain condidon which bave pséretotore 
been reported in Tus TRIBUNE. 

The final acuon on this matter was postponed 
until Thursday inorder to consult the General 
Managers regarding this matter. Should at 
this meeting the terms of Mr. Chariton 
be accepted, the Association will have a 
man at ite head who will lave noth- 
ing undone to make it a success. The 
main reason for offering the place to Mr. Chari- 
ton was the desiré of the Western roads to pool 
the emigrant business, as Mr. Chariton is an ex- 
pert in the arrangement of pools of this kind. 
And not only do the roads desire to pool the 
emigrant business, but they also talk strongly 
of the formation of a pool on all other kinds of 
passenger business, with Mr. Cuariton at the 
bead. it is more than likely that in case a pool 
of this kind is decided upon the Rock Island 
will come back into the fold, as its managers 
have always deelared themeeives in favor of 
suco a pool., and they based their opposition to 
the preseut arrangement on the ground that no 
such pool was fotmed as had been intended at 
firat. A 222 on the emigrant business 
will greatly facilitate the business, and is not 
likely to bring about an advance in rates. 
The abolishment of commissions will greatly 
increase the earnings of the Western roads 
without the necessity of an advance. It is in 
the interest of these roads to make the em- 
grunt rates as low as possible in order to stimu- 
late emigration and to settle the unsold West- 
ern lands. As the mat er stood, the Eastern 
roads had everytoaing meir own way, and they 
charged what they pleased and the Western 
roads had no means of The Eastern 
of had not the 
sume interest in inducing emigration, and do not 
care whether the rates are proscriptive or not 
as long as they derive large profits from the 
business they get. 

Another good thing will be accomplished by 
the furmation of a emigrant-pool. At pres- 
ent it is an utter impossibility to get a cor- 
rect idea of the number of emigrants that 
pass through the different Western gateways. 
None of the roads keep any separate records of 
this class of business, figures usually 
published are simply guess-work. Under a 
pooling arrangement the Commissioner will 
required to keepa correct account of the emi- 
grants that go West, and this will enabie the 

ublication of statistics showing the exact aum- 
ver of emigrants that ha ve settled in the various 
parts of the country. This year a larger emi- 
gration is ex Fo a than ever before. roads 
are already doing a large business, and were it 
not for the backwardness of the season it would 
bave assumed immense proportions. The New 
York Bmigration Commission keeps a record, 
which is periodieally published, of the emigrants 
that arrive at Custie Garden. But this is a 
small proportion of the business. Darge 
numbers of foreign emigrants arrive at 
Philadeipbia, Boston, Baitimore, and other 
Eastern seaboards ot whom no record is kept. 
Besides, there is a large emigration from Can- 
ada and eastern portions of the United States 
which seeks homes in the Far West and Nortu- 
west, of which an account should be kept. 

The Eastern rvads begin to see that the West- 
ern lines are determined in this matter and 
mean to carry out their purposes, and they are 
not as hostile now to the Western combination 
as they were a few months ago, and have made 
several important concessious lately. It is un- 
derstood that the Eastern trunk lines will be 
represented at Thursday’s meeting and partici- 
pate in the proceedings. 

— — 
DENVER & NEW ORLEANS. 

Ex-Gov. John Evans, of Colorado, President of 
the Denver & New Orleans Railroad, arrived in 
the city yesterday. The object of his visit is to 
make contracts for steel rails for his road and 
to purchase other supplies necessary in the oou- 
struction of this new lde. Gov. Evans’ Com- 
pany is getting ready to build a line from Den- 
ver to La Junta, Colo., where it crosses the main 
line of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Rail- 
road. From this point the road will be pushed 
on toward the northwest cornerof the Indian 
Territory, where it is to meet che Fort Worth & 


Denver, which the Gould combination is build- 
ing, in a northwesterly derection from Fort 
Worth. From here Gov. Evans will go East, 
where be is to meet Jay Gould and others inter- 


ested in the Fort Worth over 
Road. At this meeting it will de de- 
cided where the junction of the two 


roads is to be made. Itisalso understood that 
at this conference the advisability of consolidat- 
ing the Denver & New —— and the Fort 
Worth & Denver is to be discussed, and the con- 
sulidation will probably be made before the 
completion of the two roads. The New Orleans, 
Texas & Pacific Road is to bring the new line 
to New Orleans. 

This scheme has no doubt been originated by 
Mr. Gould for the purpose of depriving the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé of a direct South- 
ero outlet, and to bottle it up on all sides. With 
the Denver & Rio Grande on the west and the 
Denver & New Orleans on the east, all the wa 
to Texas, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé will 
have but little ebance to branch out 
in either direction, and will, of necessity, be 
confined to the business from the immediate ter- 
ritory 4hrough whieh it runs. The portion of the 
Denver & New Orleans from Denver to La Junta 
has been surveyed, and its construction 16 to 
be commenced dt once. A portion of the rails 
needed for this roadigré already on the ground, 
and the rest are to be delivered as quickly as 
possible. The reason for burryingup this part 
is to head off the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, 
which also intends to build a goad from La 
Junta to Denver.

THE REDUCTION IN GRAIN RATES. 
The General Freight Agents of the various 
roads leading east from this city met yesterday 
morning at Mr. R. C. Meldrum’s office of the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Railroad, and reduced 
the tariff on eighth class (grain, etc.) to the basis 
of 25 gents per 100 pounds from Chicago to New 
York. Thecauses which made the reduction 
necessary have already been fully set forth 
in THE ‘Tripune, As far as can be 
learned, this rate is still maintained. 
Rumors were afloat yesterday that 
business has been contracted for as low 
as W cents, but the railroads emphati- 
cally deny this. They say they can t 
all the business they can possibly 
carry atthe new rate, and there could there- 
fore be no great reason fur making a lower one. 
There is no possibility of another cut on grain 
rates unless some or otber of the roads should 
run out of business and to secure traffic make 
still lower figures. The grain rate now is five 
cents lower than it was at any time last sum- 
mer, and the roads think that unless business 
should get suddeniy dull no further reduction 
will be made during the summer. The principal 
trouble now is in regard to seventh class 2

iwpIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 11.—There are 
left w the General Assembly only three days 
more in which to pass bills, yet the Senate 
has to consider the code of criminal practice, 
bills relating to elections, registration, -mar- 
ried women, spbcific appropriations, publica- 
tion of the laws, andthe relief of the Su- 
preme Court. This is but a small portion of 
the work awaiting the Senate. The House 
is in u better ghape, but a large amount of 
business still remains untouched., There is 
considerable animated grumbling over the 
situation, and, as a result of it, efforts were 
made to-day by the Republicans te outline 
certain work which should be pushed 
through at all hazards. 4 | 

The Senate passed the bill “huthoP 
cities and towns to disannex territory ; 
corporate limits, and then spent the 
of the session on the bill concerning public 
offenses. 

The House occupied the day in the discus- 
sion of what bills shall have precedence in 
the order of business and of the report of the 
Committee on Revisions bill concerning de- 
cedents’ estates. 

Among the bills introduced was one by 
Senator Wilsen for the purpose of organiz- 
ing the two Houses of the Legisla- 
ture,—the Lieutenant-Governor, or in 
his absence the oldest Senator holding 
over, to organize the Senate, the Speaker of 
the last House of Representatives to organize 
the House, or, if he be not present, the Chief 
Clerk of the last House, or, if he be not 
present, some member-elect to be designated 
by the Governor. 3 

In the House Mr. Cauthorne offered a 
resolution, which was made the special order 
for Friday at 2 p. m., declaring the State’s 
fidelity and allegiance to the Government of 
the United States, indorsing the political 
ideas of Adams and Jefferson, declaring the 
several State Governments sovereignties, 
etc., etc. This he said he did in order that 
the mindsof the legislators might be occu- 
pied upon the last two days of the session 
when it would be unable to pass bills, and 
when a discussion of the resolution would be 
more seeinly than the usual hilarity and wad- 
throwing. 

As further evidence of the Senate’s deter- 
mination to give the women all the rights 
known and enjoyed by men, the special 
Committee to which was referred the Senate 
joint resolution amending the Constitution 
so that women may be allowed to practice 
law in the State, reported that the 
resolution should be so amended that 
it should read, Amend the Constitution 
by striking out the twenty-first section of 
Art. 7 thereof.” This was a more direct 
method of getting at the same result contem- 
plated in the original resolution. 

Pending the consideration of the bill con- 
cerning public offeuses, an amendment was 
adopted by the Senate fixing a fine of not 
less than $50 nor more than 3500 for attend- 
ance upon prize-lights. The amendment 
does not admit the attendance of newspaper- 
reporters.

clothing, the Senate receding from its allow- 
ance for repairs; that the Senate recede 
from its amendment relative to the State 
Normal School; and that the House concur 
in increasing the House of Refuge appro- 
priation to 345,000. This secures the passage 
of the bill. 

The Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture held a very lively caucus to-night, 
which is said to have been characterized by 
some stormy debates. The main difference 


of opinion. was as to whether the 
Specific Appropriation bill or a 
Fee an Salary bill should have 
the preference during the three days 


that remain for the passage ot bills. It was 
urged very strongly by the majarity of the 
caucus that, under the amended Constitu- 
tion, it would be highly impolitic, if not 
disastrous, for the Republicans to allow 
an adjournment before at least making an 
attempt to pass a Fee and Salary 
bili reduce the emoluments of county 
ofticers, and it is proposed to make an Effort 
to bring this matter up to-morrow in the 
House in the form of an amendment to the 
pending Senate bill on public offices. If 
the Republican majority determine to 
do this it will still de possible 
to pass a bill on fees and salaries, and the re- 
sponsibility of defeating the measure would 
then be thrown upon the Democrats in the 
liouse and Senate.

RUN OVER AND KIL#ED.

CINCINNATI.

CINCINNATI, April 11.—Contractors, build- 
ers, manufacturers, and others are being se- 
riously hindered in their work by strikers. 
The stonemasons struck on Saturday for $3 
a day, and this afternoon,-at a meeting of | 
the bosses, it was agreed that they would 
hereafter receive that price. The bosses be- 
lieved the advance would be less ruinous to 
them than the delay in getting men to take 
their places. At a meeting of the rope- 
makers it was officially announced that the 
advance they had asked for had been 
granted, and they will all return to 
work at once. The carpenters have 
refused to accept the offer of the bosses to 
put their wages up to $2.25, They demand 
$2.50 per day, and will remain out till it is 
paid. About 500 of them have left their 
work. The freestone cutters are about to 
strike for 83 a day. They do not expect to 
have to remain out long to get that figure. A 
large nuinber of iron-molders are still out. 
Their employers absolutely refuse to make 


the advance in their wages that is 
demanded. The tin, copper, and sheet- 
metal workers will hold a  mass- 


2 this week to decide whether they 
shall demand an advance or not. The street- 
car drivers and conductors are talking of a 
strike, but they are worked so many hours a 
day that they have no chance to hold meet- 
ings or get matters in shape. They have 
more sympathy than any other class of 
workingmen, and are frequently urged to 
leave their work by tenderhearted and talk- 
ative passengers. It is pessible that they 
will find a way to organize and determine on 
a strike, but the street-car companies are not 
looking for any immediate trouble on that 
score.

A Libel Sulit Instituted alnst a News- 
paper by the Hon. ohn C. Neu- 
Deaths During Last Vear—A Horrible 
and Disgusting Discovery ina Water- 
Pipe. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 11.—This after- 
noon the Hon. John C. New made affidavit 
before Judge Heller, of the Criminal Court.

Grubbs Libel law. The law fixes the maxi- 

mum punishment at twelve months in prison 


and $1,000 fine, and Mr. New intends 
obtaining such a sentence if able 
counsel and vigorous prosecution can 


There has never been a conviction 
under the law, but this is the most aggra- 
vated case brought under it, and the entire 
community will await the result with great 
interest. It is said that 10,000 copies of 
Thompson’s paper were sold Saturday and 
Sunday.

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PULPIT AND SKEPTICISM. 


PAPER READ BY DR. HATFIELD TO THE 
METHODIST MINISTERS. 

An interesting paper on The Puipit and Pop- 
ular Skepticism" was read before the meeting 
of Methodist ministers yesterday morning by 
the Rev. Dr. Hatfield. He said that the wide 
prevaience of skepticism was an undeniabie 
fact,—it was a hydra- headed institution, and the 
offspring of the devil. One important form of 
skepticism was atheism, the doctrine which 
taught the non-existence of a Supreme being, 
and which made much of power and force. 
Atheism was taught in the school, inculcated by 
the press, by philosophers and scientists, and 
was spreading to an extent which might well 
excite serious apprehensions. Leotures favor- 
ing atheism drew crowded audiences right here 
in Chicago, and ladies and gentiemen applauded 
their blasphemous teachings. Next in the order 
of popular skepticism came Deism, a doctrine 
which admitted the presence of a Supreme be- 
ing, but which denied divine revelations. 
Deism attempted to overthrow the Gospel. 
and, therefore, Christianity, the blasphemies of 
Ingersoll being inciuded in the argument, 
which would iuciude the Bible in the category 
of fictitious writings. The speaker knew of a 
refined and intelligent lady in Chicago who had 
given her daughter the works of Tom Paine to 
read as an offset to her Bible instructions. To 
such an extent was skepticisn spreading. 

Then came Liberalism, treating the Sible with 
distant respect but eliminating the salient points 
which were the groundwork of modern Chris- 
tianity. Liberalisn was more barmful than the 
other two grosser forms of skepticism. The so- 
called advanced thinkers of the age who would 
thusinculcate diluted Christianity or diluted 
skepticism would be found to have as little re- 
gard for honor or honesty as fur Paul, Wesley, 
or Luther, and yet they had succeeded in over- 
throwing Christirnity in the minds of . and 
in plunging other miads into discouragement 
and bt. If these theological reformers were 
to suceeed as they would like to, there would be 
brought about such a condition of affairs as 
presaged the fallof Rome. Skepticism not only 
tended to demoralize the Church but society 
as well: it went hand in hand with 
crime of every shade and kind. The bysband 
who abandoned wife and family, and Took a 
through ticket to Hell with some vile woman, 
the murderer and ali of that class could nat 
have much fear of God,—were skeptics. The 
recent Seymour-Cram tragedy was a powertul 
illustration of the — gare = of — as 
were the innumerabie self-murders. re 
was a popular tendency, too, to make heroes of 
murderers and criminals of all classes. The re- 
lation of the pulpit to all this was, of course, 
antagonistic, but it wus not the duty of 
ministers to magnify the evil or to feel 
that they were constantly called upon to 
preside in defense of Christianity. Young 
ministers, particulariy, should avoid any 
afford to overthrow the objections offered to 
Christianity by scientists who had made it a life 
study, unless they thoroughly understood science 
and the subject generally. Men have been 
known to say that they were converted to 
skepticism by reading works in defense of 
Christianity, simply because the defense showed 
to less advantage than the attack. Infidelity might 
be more prevalent than it was at one time, but 
Christianity was more than keeping Ir with it, 
and the plain. faithful evangelical preaching 
was what the world n 0 

Dr. Hatfleid's paper was discussed by the Rev. 
Drs. George. Miller, and others. Next Monday 
the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst will continue his dis- 
cussion on the Free Church of Scotland.

ALICE MONTGOMERY. 


RESULT OF THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 

Coroner Matson and this jury met yesterday 
morning in Rogersou's undertaker establish- 
ment, No. 487 West Madison street, where the 
remains of the girl Alice Montgomery, who died 
so suddenly at the Sheidon House Saturday 
evening, had been placed. After viewing the 
body the jury agreed to adjourn until Saturday 
afternoon at 4 e@clock, in order to 
give the doctors time to investigate the 
case. The post-Mortem examination was held 
at the same place, and was conducted by Dr. 
Frazer, Dr. Tucker, Dr. Hutchinson, and Dr. 
Kuox. The examination developed the fact 
that the dead girl was about to have become a 
mother, and traces of strychnine were discovered 
in the stomach. Part of this poison was given 
toa cat, and the animal died from the effects 
shortiy after. An examination of the ergot bot- 
tle, which the girl had in her possession at the 
time of her death, indicated that it had con- 
tained the strychnine, and Dr. Hutchinson took 
it for the purpose of subjecting its contents to 
a chemical test. Dr. Frazer denied that he had 
given ber the prescription which she ordered 
— up at the drug- store, and it is feared that 

er death was the result of some sad blunder, as 
there is nothing to indicate that she contem- 
piated self-destruction. Coroner Matson says 
that de intends to sift the matter to the bottom 
and clear up the mystery. 

A reporter met : 

THE MOTHER OF THE DEAD GIRL 
yesterday afternoon in Rogerson’s place. She 
was very much overcome with grief at the un- 
expected death of der only daughter, and told 
her story ina voice choked with sobs, She said 
she had left her homein IIIiopolis, Sangamon 
County, this State, last evening, had arrived in 
this city this morning, and had gone at once to 
the residence of Mr.and Mrs. Davenport, the 
friends of her daughter. The telegram sent ber 
bad simply stated that Alice had died suddenly, 
and she was not aware of the peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding the death until she had ar- 
rivea here. As her daughter had never 
been in perfect health, she supposed 
she had been the victim of a congestive chill. 
Her daughter's full name was Sarah Alice Mont- 
gomery. and she was herown child by her first 
husband. her name now being Mrs. Burkes. The 
deceased giri had left her home in June, 1880, to 
come to Chicago for the benefit of her eyes, 
which had been weak for sometime. She bad 

ne direct to the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Javenport, and had remained there until the 
foliowing October, when her eyes had been pro- 
nounced cured. She then made a visit of two 
weeks at her home, and they bad been anxious 
tor ber to remain there, but she feit that she 
wanted to do something for herself,and re- 
turned to the Davenport household, where she 
was given employment. There she dad re- 
mained until the time of her death. 
The mother said she had always been 
a great favorit with der associates, and was a 
member of the church, attending all the serv¢ 
ices and meetings when at home. She did not 
think she bad committed suicide, but thought 
herthe victim of some vile wretchwho had 
taken an unfairadvantage of a poor country 
girl. Mrs. Burkes said she intended to take the 
remains to the homestead in IIIiopolis to-day.

THE DRUGGIST. 

A reporter called at Kraft's drug-store, 641 
West Madison street, last night, and had a con- 
versation with the clerk who filled the two pre- 
scriptions for Alice Montgomery. He said that 
while the prescriptions looked somewhat un- 
professional yet the girl exhibited such perfect 
seif-possession upon being questioned that, 
after considerable hesitation, he conclud- 
ed to them. He put up the 
ergot as directed, two ounces in four 
ounces of water. The other prescription called 
for fifteen grains of santonine in three capsules, 
but he recognized that this was larger than the 
officinal dose, and as is always the custom where 
a prescription calls for an overdose and the 
physician is not at hand, he put up the mini- 
mum dose, theree capsules of three grains each. 
The entire fifteen grains, the druggist said, 
would not be specially injurious. As to bow 
strychnine could have got into the bottle, the 
druggist said was a mystery: that it could not 
by any possibility have been placed in by 
him. The strychnine bottle is tightly corked 
and made couspicuous by the skull and cross- 
bones. There was — in the prescription 
for which strychnine could have been mistaken.

WINTER WHEAT. 

ITS CONDITION ON SAM ALLERTON’S FARMS. 

A TRIBUNE reporter, learning that Mr. Sam- 
uel Ailerton was in possession of information as 
to the condition of the winter wheat, paid a 
visit to that gentleman at his residence, No. 1936 
Prairie Menue, last evening. Mr. Allerton 
stated that he owns some thirty or forty farms 
in Fayettee County, and that he is informed by 
his agents there that fully one-third of the crop 
is killed. He had learned that the farmers in 
the vicinity of Jacksonville recently held a 
meeting to consider the subject, and that their 
views exactly coincided with those of his 
agents. 

Mr. Alierton said that the principal cause of 
this unfortunate condition of affairs was that 
last fall was an unusually dry season, in conse- 


quence of which the young grain took 
only slight root, and was, there- 
fore, too delicate to stand the rigors of 
the early winter, The sowing took place 
as early as the Ist of September, but the drought 
gave the seed only haif a chance. The winter, 
too, had been greatly prolonged. As late as last 
week, not a green field nor an acre of piowed 

round could be seen anywhere near St. Louis. 

ast year throughout the State of Lilinois vege- 
tation was pes even in March, while now 
almost in the middie of April snowplows are 
necessary inthe streets of Chicago. Last year 
the wheat-crop was being barvested as early as 
June 10 and 12, but this year tho rattle of the 
reaper will not be heard for fully a month later. 
“You may say to Tun TRIBUNS readers,” Mr. 
Allerton remarked as the reporter took his 
leave, that the wbheat-crop will fall off from last 
year’s figures about W per cout.“ 


THE PROVISION FLURRY. 
MUCH EXCITEMENT, BUT NO FAILURES. 

The pork market was more excited and unset- 
tled yesterday than on any previous day in the 
history of the trade for many years past. The 
variation in prices was fully 87% cents per dar- 
rel, and it bobbed up and down between those 
points, so that it was impossible for the most 
experienced trader to keep track of the mar- 
ket. The market for May, which was the prin- 
cipal deal, closed the previous evening at $17.20 
bid. Yesterday morning the price went 
down to $17.15, then advanced sharply to 
$17.77%. then it fell back to $17.07%, then ad- 
vanced again sharply to about $17.50, declined to 
$16.90, reacted again to $17.10, declined on the 
call to $17.02, and closed about $17.06. The rea- 
son fur the great uncertainty of prices arose 
from the fact that some people in the deal sus- 
pected Peter McGeogh, who is the leader in the 
movement, of a desire to unload bis “long”’ 
pore en the market. He was selling mare free- 
y in the early part of the day than previously, 
and was supposed afterwards to have bought 10 
nearly as much as he had sold, leaving the deal 
not materially different from what it was at the 
opening of the day’s trading. ere are some 
few who think that he unloaded altogether 
about 50,000 barrels more yesterday than de 
bought. 

The market for the next month—that is, June 
—was very active and, relatively, steadier at a 

remium of 5to 10cents per barrel ove ther price 
or May. There was very little doing in the 
deal. 

LARD 

was moderately active, advanciag about 20cents 
per 100 pounds, and falling back 12%. Shortribs 
were very active at an advance of 20 cents per 
100 pounds, falling back about half that amount. 
Both lard and meats were quoted much stronger 
in Liverpool, which would have been a reason 
for an advance in those articles here without 
reference to the price of pork. The subsequent 
weakening in them was, of course, due to the 
variation in pork prices.

DUPLICATE BONDS. 
NO FEAR OF ANY LOSS TO THE CITY. 

There are some persons who are encouraging 
the idea that there are forged city bonds in cir- 
culation of the issue of 1861. But it is reason- 
ably certain that there are no forged city bonds 
so far as known. The duplicates amount to 
fifteen $1,000 bonds, and upen these duplicates 
the interest has been paid from year to year, 
and no one ever questioned the validity or gen- 
uineness of these coupons. The dupii- 
cate numbers, as has been stated before, 
are trom 457 to Fi inciusive, and the duplicates 
were made through an error, and sbould have 
been numbered from 437 to 45] inclusive. The 
two bonds which brought up the matter were 
numbered 458 and 468, the first t umbers of which 
had been redeemed in 1870. When Mr Frank 
Barrett, the Chief Clerk in the Controlier’s office, 
saw them the other day, he called Mr. Gurney’s 
attention to them, and then the whole matter 
was explained. For all that, there is still a 
sort of mystery surrounding them, and it 
seems quite strange that there should 
have been so loose a way of do

cessor, and under bim the duplicates were is- 
sued Mr. Ward being then the Controller, the 
signatures of both these gentiemen were on the 
bonds and the coupons.

Sexton, of Cook, promptly moved to strike 
out the enacting clause. 

Pearson, of Madison, author of the bill, 
intimated that the gentleman was too glib 
with his motion, and that he didn’t know 
anything about the Merits of the bill.

Morris, of Hardin, got off one of 
THE “ OLD-FLAG-AND-AN-APPROPRIATION ”’ 
sort of speeches. 

Manno, of Vermilion, called attention to 
the fact that there was no State militia in 
1874,—a fact which left the bill without even 
the alleged merits of the one under con- 
slderation the other day. The victim, in his 
opinion, had about as much right to an ap- 
propriation as a person would have who had 
LOST AN ARM IN A THRASHING-MACHINE. 
The Constitution strictly prohibited any ap- 
propriation in any private law, and this was 
one of them. If the victim’s friends wanted to 
go at itin the right way, let them pass a bill 
appropriating a lump sum to cover all such 
cases within the next two years. In closing, 
he showed that the claim was a stale one, 
having been kicked out of the Legislature

It required the remainder of the morning

took a similar course. The latter measure,

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THE COUNCIL. 


Veto of the’ $200,000 Viaduct 
Appropriation. 


The Mayor Will Not Allow the General | 


Fund to Be Depleted. 


The Council Fails to Pass the Item Over 
His Objections. 


The School Board Has Agreed to Save Some 
of Its Appropriation. 


A Big Thing in Ditch-Digging—A 
House for the Mayor’s Eagles. 


The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening, Mayor Harrison in the chair, and 
all the Aldermen present except Cullerton, Mo- 
Nurney, and Swift. His Honor sat behind a 
large flower eagle,—a superb piece of work, 
which had been sent to bim by some ladies liv- 
ing in the Second Ward. The bird held in its 
mouth a ribbon, on which was Our Choice,” 
and on the pedestal were the initials C. H. H.“ 
The other city officials elect were alse presented 
by the same persons with a large basket of 
flowers. The iobby wus full of spectators, who 
applauded Mayor Harrison when he took his 
seat. 


THE FOLLOWING VETO-MESSAGE WAS RE- 
CEIVED: 

I herewith return to you without my approval 
to certain items therein an ordinance entitied 
An ordinance making appropriations for cor- 
porate and school purposes for the fiscal year 
from Jau. I. 1881, to Vec. I. 1881, with my rea- 
sons therefor. 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES, 

The item headed Contingent Fund, page 534 
= =e official record, has the fullowing proviso— 

wit: 

“ Provided, That $12,000 thereof be and the 
same is hereby set apart and directed to be paid 
to Egbert Jamiesou, as hereiuafter speciiied, 
upon his filing wiih the City Controller au 
agreement in writing, conditioned us follows: 

1. That be, said Jamieson, will, as soon as the 
new revision ot the city ordinances shall have 
been adopted by the City Council, give his per- 
sonal attention to and supervise the printing 
thereof. and arrange and classify all special 
ordinances and pu Diish the same in said work. 

“2. That.said Jamieson will publish and de- 
liver to said Controller for said city 2,000 copies 
of said revision, the same to be bound in as good 
and substantial manner as the revision of 1873, 
said Jamieson to bear and pay all costs and ex- 
penses incurred in printing and binding the 
same, and save said city harmless from all costs 
and expenses conuected therewith. 

Upon filing said agreement the said Control- 
ler is hereby directed to puy to said Jamieson 
out of said sum of $12,000 the sum of $4,000, and 
the balance of said $12,000 u the deiivery of 
said 2,000 copies of said ordinances th said Con- 
troller, the same to be in full for his services in 
making said revision and printing and binding 
> ae and all expenses connected there- 
with,” 

To this proviso I object. What Mr. Jamieson’s 
services up to date, and what they will be worth 
when the revision of the ordinances shall have 
been completed, cannot possibly be known to 
the Council, I think it contrary to the spirit of 
the charter, and probably to the letter, that the 
Council should make contracts for payment of 
moneys for services to be rendered, and for ma- 
terials to be furnished. This should be left to 
the proper executive officers who are responsi- 
ble to the city for obtaining such services and 
such materials at the lowest cost commensurate 
with the duties performed and the materials 
furnished. 

The adjustment of Mr. Jamieson's accounts 
for services and for materials should be left to 
the Controller, who is a responsible officer and 
under heavy bonds for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties. Mr. Jamiesun has 
already been paid $5,000 on account of 
the revised ordinances. I therefore recommend 
that in lieu of said proviso you amend by a two- 
thirds vote, and insert a proviso, as follows—to- 
wit: “ Provided, That 812.000 thereof be and is 
bereby set apart for the purpose of paying Eg- 
bert Jamiesun in full for services rendered and 
to be rendered in revising the ordinances of the 
city, now under consideration by the Council, 
when the same shall have been completed. and 
for the purchase of 2,000 copies thereof, to be 
delivered to the Controller; and thet the Con- 
trolier shail adjust the accounw of said Jamie- 
son, and procure said books at such price as he 
may deem for the best interests of the city, ouly 
so much of said $12.000 to be expended as siiail 
be found necessary.

As I said in my message of the th of March, 

I was very earnestly in favor of viaduets, and 
earnestly reeommeuded that you suould muke 
an appropriation from the tax levy for the im- 
provements in question. But I cannot give my 
approval to an appropriation from the General 
Fund, which bas, by other items in the appro- 
priation ordinance, already been depieted by 
the amount of $550, The Controller bas ex- 


amined the matter most earnestly and care-. 


fully. and assures me that with the amount of 

$1,500,000 left in the General Fund he hopes to 

escape the disgrace to the city of again issuing 

scrip. But that, if said fund be further de- 

leted by these items objected to, then a further 
of scrip will be inevitable. 

It is the pride of the present Administration 
that the issuance of scrip iu 1880 was so small. 
and it is its hope that none wiil be issued in the 
future. If it be forced upon us it will not be by 
my consent. Besides, I beg to assure you that 
the amounts appropriated will be whoily inade- 
quate to the wérks proposed. The Centre ave- 


nue viaduct will cost to the city not 
less than $113,500, $38,500 more than 
the amount appropriated. The West 
Chicago avenue viaduct will cost to the 


city $146,000, or $46,000 more than the amount 
appropriated, aud besides this a late decision of 
the Supreme Court making the city liabie for 
unknown damages, the city could notenter upon 
such works while that on remains ua- 
cyunged without incurring the hazard of being 
forced to pay great and unknuwn damages. 

You have, I think, 

MOST INJUDICIOUSLY RAISED SALARIES. 

I would object to them but for the fact that you 
cau amend at this time only by a two-thirds vote. 
tear if 1 should interpose my objection you 
might fail so to amend, and if you then failed to 
pass the various items by a two-thirds vote the 
city would tind itseif without money to pay its 
servants. 

I shall, however, endeavor to save from the 
various appropriations during tne year enough 
to cover such increase of salaries in the several 
departments. 

i think the yy for school purposes 
excessive. But I have procured a written agree- 
ment from the majority of the members ot the 
School Board that it sball make a saving from 
its appropriation, so as in the future to do its 
part in avoiding issuance of scrip. In the past it 
has not done so, but has borrowed from the Gen- 
eral Fund, to which it is now indebted, in the 
sum of $250,000. By judicious saving this year 
it will get sufficient reserve fund to enable it, in 
1882, to run its expenses on a Cash basis without 
borrowing from the General Fund. It should so 
economize as not to call upon the city’s General 
Fuud. It should be financially as sound as the 
city bas become. , 

Trusting to the written agreement referred 
to, I do not interpose my objections to the ap- 
propriation for school purposes.

Stocks Open Dull, Then Active, 


with Declining Tend- 
ency.

FINANCIAL. 


After a dull opening stocks became active, 
and showed a declining tendency. This was due 
more to attacks by the bears than to offerings 
of iong stock, though some of the latter came on 
the market. Vanderbiit stocks and Erie were 
raided on account of the cut in east-bound 
freight rates. Rock Island showed some weak- 
ness. The Elevated stocks sold off on the triple 
reports that carnings had decreased, that legis- 
lation was fmminent to reduce freight rates, 
and to compel trains to be run all night, and 
that the Directors of the Manhattan and Metro- 
politan did wot agree as to the management. 
The butls were discouraged by noticing that 
no wired orders came in to buy, and that the 
market received no support at the decline. 
Gould was dotng nothing in the Southwestern. 
Gould is reported at the Windsor Hotel to have 
straddied the market, and to be long of the 
Southwestern stocks and shortof some of the 
Northwestern. Sage was selling 8 per cent 
thirty-day puts on Lackawanna atl per cent. 
The Osborne party are bullish, W. L. Scott 
thinks wheat-seeding will be completed by 
May 1. It is noted as significant that 
the Norttrwestern people are as dull- 
ish on St. Paul as on their own prop- 
erty. Both are in the same boat. Treas- 
urer Sykes. of the Northwestern Road, is 
quoted in Wall street as saying that the North- 
western Road on March 1 was in better condition 
as to motive power and equipment than ever 
before on the same date. Also that its finan- 
cis! condition was superior to that on any pre- 
vious date. 

President Gewen, of the Reading, announces 
his determination to “continue the battle un- 
less stockhoiders’ interests require bim to desist. 
He still remains President of the Reading Coal 
& Iron Company, without which the railroad 
does not amount to much. 

Pools are reported in Mobile & Ohie and Mu- 
waukee & Lake Shore. 

Lake Shore, W. L. Scott declares, will earn a 4 
per cent dividend for the current half year, and 
have a surplus of $3,000,000. Earnings will have 
to be immense to accomplish this, as the surplus 
of somethigg above a million left over after tne 
tast dividend has about all been used up in keep- 
ing the track clear of ice and snow. 

St. Paul earnings increased $102,000 in the 
first week of April. 

Northwestern earnings were vfficially rted 
to show an increase of $59,000 for the first weck 
of April. 

Railroad men who ought to know say that 
railroads are “cooking’’ the statements that 
now show gains in receipts. “They have to do 
it.” 

A Milwaukee authority reports that Farm- 
ers complain throughout this State where more 
winter wheat than usual has been sown that 
winter wheat has been much damaged, but we 
think they know nothing about it. It is only 
their fears, for the snow fs not yet off. Spring 
wheat seeding will be late, but mot necessarily 
too late, with good weather from this out. We 
have known spiendid crops come from seeding 
last week in April. Stili fears possessthe bulk 
of farmers on late season because it makes 
harvests iate, as a rule. Of course no spring 
seeding is accomplished yet, but we think by the 
18th it will be well in progress. Our letter from 
St. Paul, dated the 8th, says: * Wild erocuses in 
bloom in fields around St. Paul; seeding will be 
commenced before next week is out.“ 

The Fnancial Chrontele takes the same view 
of the general situation of the country that is 
shown by the increasing advertising putronage 
of the newspapers, as well as hy the rising 
volume of clearings. It says the great truth is 
evident that there is an extremely vigorous pro- 
duction and distribution in progress. While 
these conditions exist, and our foreign trade 
remains so satisfactory that foreign capital 
flows in here at every hardening in the rate of 
interest, there cannot fail to be an undertone of 
great strength in Wall street markets, whatever 
be the daily fluctuations. 

As a forcible illustration of the vitality in 
trade at the present moment, the monthly state- 
ment of railroad earuings is in point. There 
never were months more severely trying than 
the late ones have been to this great interest. 
Traffic was virtually suspen@ed a portion of 
the time in considerable sections of the 
West and Northwest. There is such an 
active business in progress in all depart- 
ments that even with crop movements checked 
railroads make very good statements, the re- 
turns showing, with all the drawbacks, a total 
increase in gross earnings for March-of $1,171,- 
356 over last year’s favorable exhibit. 

Then the steady fow of gold from Europe is 
not only tavorable in itself, but an assurance of 
continued ease in the money market. Almost 
every steamer adds to the supply, and the cable 
and private advices indicate a strong movement 
stillin progress. It is impossible to state ac- 
curately just how much is afloat. Some of the 
shipments are on speculatiue account. that fs, 
fot the profit the movement affords, and are not 
remitted for until the arrival here of the con- 
signment. Other shipments are made, of course, 
directly for the purchase of securities and 
stapies. The arrivals at New York since Friday 
before last have amounted to the 
unusual amount of $5,909,317, chiefly 
from England. The shipments reported 
since last Friday have been $2,577,000 
The amount afloat for New York is estimated 
at about $4,500,000, The recent arrivais have 
been gold bars, marks, and francs, the latter 
indicating that the foreign markets are being 
searched closely for bullion for shipment.

New Yor, April II.— The week opened on the 
Stock Exchange with an unsettled tone to the 
speculation. and in the early dealings a decline 
in prices was recorded, which was, how- 
ever, almost entirely recovered at the 
First Board. Toward noon the mar- 
ket became weak, and a free selling 
movement was developed in Elevated Railway 
shares, which resulted in a sharp decline in 
these properties, ranging from 2% in New Yerk 
to 3% in Metropolitan, Manhattan selling 
off 3%. The depression in the stocks of 
these Companies was due to rumors 
that the Legislature would compel the 
running of night trains, and a general reduc- 
tion in fares to 5 cents.

It was 
snowing bere before 2 o'clock, and there were 
reports of snow in lowa, with a storm-centre in 
the Indian Territory which was expected to 
move into the Lake region. This revived fears 
that the coming of spring will be so long delayed 
as to make it impossible to raise average crops 
this year. Those who did not concede the situa- 
tion as hopeless agreed that there is no time to 
lose, another week of wintry weather threat- 
ening the worst. With this feeling 
a reported decline in the English 
wheat markets made little difference here, 
especially as the reported reduction in rail 
freights was expected to heip prices of grain in 
the West. Provisions were very much unset- 
tled and excited. The pork market was more 
variabie than on any previous day in several 
years past. It went up and down like a scesaw, 
with a range on Change of very nearly $1.00 per 
bri. A good many people thought the long party 
was unloading and staying the market at iuter- 
vals to prevent it from getting out 
of reach, Lard and meats moved up 
and down ip sympathy, but ranged much 
higher, with a fair volume of trading.

Dry goods are in good city and country demand, 
and ruled steady. Many buyers are present, 
and the orders by mail and telegraph reach 
a large aggregate, Stocks are in first-class con- 
dition and the trade is progressing very satis- 
factorily. There were no important changes in 
the bootand shoe, bat and cap, and ciothing 
markets. The movement reaches reasonable 
expectations. Groceries were quoted fairly 
active, with sugars strong and coffees, teas, rice, 
sirups, ete., steady and firm. There were no 
cbangvs in dried fruits and canned goods. Uf 
the latter pea es were very firm, and tomatoes 
were pientiful and weak. Dairy products met 
with a fair inquiry and were quoted as 
before, fine goods being firm and 
low grades weak.

‘ THE BRITISH STEAMER TRENT. 


The British Government immediateiy ordered 
atieet to sail. The issue was presented of the 
surrender of these prisoners or a declaration of 
war by Great Britajn.

Did he 
mean it? Or was he mere dough in these Dem- 
ocratic and Confederate hands? 

McCielian had the opportunity to become the 
greatest military hero of America. In our hero- 
worshiping democratic system this would have 
gained him the highest political position. Never 
iu the world's history had a commander at the 
start such absolute confidence of Goverument 
and people, and such unlimited command of 
forces. But he was utterly incapabie of direct- 
ing these great forces. Therefore he came to 
be accepted as the representative of the pulitical 
party which — the prosecution of the War. 
Therefore did he lower tbe aim of bis ambition 
to the possibilities resulting from military fail- 
ure and foreign intervention. Therefore did 
he contemplate with complacency the coup 
d'etat ot a grand capitulation of the army. 
There was much Democratic talk at that time 
that McClellan and Lee should come together 
and settle the War. And if McClellan had been 
equal to this, or to any other decided action, he 
would not be the only General who thought that 
the commanders of the two armies should take 
the affair out of the hands of the politicians—as 
they called the President and Congress—and 
should make terms of settlement. 

At the time when McClellan determined to 
take hisarmy from the Potomac to the penin- 
suia, the Rebel army confronted him, and he 
could have brought on a battle on his own 
ground. He avoided this, chose the longest and 
most expensive route, between rivers which 
subjected him to obstructions, and made ma- 
neuvering impossible. He made the ob- 
ective of this long route a place which the 

ebels would have thoroughiy fortified; whose 
intrenchments would quadruple the defen- 
sive foree of the troops; which he would ap- 
proach in such a way that he could not flank it; 
which he could not invest, and in which, there- 
fore, success, according to all military caicula- 
tions, was impossible. All these conditions were 
palpable before he let the Potomac. He sought 
them as if seeking the sugle line in which suc- 
cess was impossible. 


M’CLELLAN’S INABILITY 


was intellectual, physical, moral, political, and 
military. All these must be taken into an ex- 
— 9 of his strange performance. Intel- 
ectually be was feeble to childishness, witha 
child’s transparent cunning. Physically he was 
so timid that no surroundings of material forces 
and moral influences could brace him up to the 
point of action. Morally be was a conscious im- 
poster, having achieved his great command by 
falsehood and multiplying false pretenses to 
hold it. His political affiliations worked an in- 
fluence upon him which accorded with his inca- 
pacity, and the effect was aguinst coercion of 
the Rebels. 

West Point had taught him that Generalship 
isa matter of routine. in which nothing is left 
to the unexpected, and that he who has plodded 
through the Academy knows the whole art of 
war. He bad graduated into the engineers. 
There are examples to show that this branch of 
the military art does not unfit men for Generals; 
but the effect on McUlellan’s small intellect and 
excessive timidity was to make Aim avoid the 
fieid and to seek the enemy by such a line that 
he would have to besiege them, and to make him 
settle down to colossal siege works at the first 
sign of resistance. : 

he long reign of the McClellan imposture isa 
serious reflection on the character of the pubiic 
ress of the North, which inflated the Young 
Napoieon fraud, and made it too strong for the 
Administration. It isa reflection on the people 
forthe childishness which tried to scare the 
Rebels by vaunting to them Gen. Scott, in 
his dotage, as “the greatest Captain of 
the age,” and then Meclellan as the 
Young Napoleon. It must ever be a Na- 
tional mortification that this imposture so 
long neld captive Lincoln's good sense and supe- 
rior military discernment. But all were duped 
by the pretense that the military was a black 
art which only they who had been initiated by 
the Academy could have any nouon of. 


THIS DREADFUL IMPOSTURE 

was and ever will be a humiliation to the regu- 
lar army. in that a large number of the officers 
held atthe time, and still hold, that all this 
muke- believe, and this elaborate demonstration 
how not to do it. was real war, and is as good as 
can be expected from our Institute. It is a 
mortifying refiection on the Nation’s literature 
that a true history of this wonderful imposture 
has not hitherto been written. This is partly 
because literary men are too neutral to enter 
upon a history which trenches on partisan uni- 
mosities; partly because party feeling wants to 
subordinate history to its ends; partiy because, 
in this country, where all eyes are turned toward 
the political main chance, biographical history 
is thought to be uncalled for when the historical 
person is not a candidate for the Presidency. 

He who searches for Bonapartes, or Julius 
Ceesars, or Hannibals in our War will look in 
vain. He who thinks of soluiers as made o to 
feed carnage to exalt a General will tind our 
citizen soldiers consumed on a colossal scale 
without developing a colossal hero. But he who 
studies the history of the War as a development 
of the qualities of the people will find in the 
patriotism, the valor, and the unflinching en- 
durance ot 
sumption,of the American citizen volunteer, 
proof of greatness running through the whole 

sople, which has made a foundation for grand 
National pride. In behalf of the American 
volunteers, who have by their example raised 
an exalted standard of National character, has 
this history been written.

The Industries of the State Paralyzed— 
Wagon-Teams Competing with 
the Iron Horse. 


A Property Worth $200,000,000 
Realized on an Original In- 
vestment of $12,500. 


A speech prepared by the Hon. Rollin M. 
Doggett, member of Congress from Nevada, 
on the railroad wrongs suffered by the peo- 
ple of that State, was printed in the Record 
of Feb. 27. Allusion was made to it by the 
Transportation Committee of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce in its late reply to 
Leland Stanford. As the subject now pos- 
sesses great interest to all shippers and con- 
sumers, the salient points of the speech are 
herewith presented: 

Passing n through the State of Nevada, 
eastward from the Sierra Nevada Mountains, 
and tortuously following its most fertile valleys 
for the sake of the land grants, without special 
regard to distances, is the railroad of the Central 
Pacific. Along its 450 miles of track in the State 
are scattered fifty or sixty villages and other 
stations. The nearer these towns are to the 
Missouri River the greater is the charge for the 
transportation of freights from that point, or, in 
other words, the freight rates from the East in- 
crease in rigid and urconscionable uniformity 
with the decrease in distance. On all mercban- 
dise consigned from New York to railway points 
in Nevada, and there delivered, must be paid 
the following charges: 

First—Full through rates to New York from 
San Francisco, when in reality tne freights are 
not taken through, but delivered.600 or 700 miles 
east of San Fraucisco; and. 

Second—Excessive way rates back from San 
Francisco to points of delivery in Nevada of the 
same freights, which have neither been for- 
warded beyond nor brought bask by the railroad 
company making the cold-blooded c . 

So inhuman, so infamous are these combined 
charges, that, familiar as | am with their eu- 
forcement, I should reter to them with hesita- 
tion but for the proofs in my possession, to 
which I invite the scrutiny of the skeptical. That 
the full rates exacted in Nevada may be seen at 
agiance on commodities of t consump- 
tion there, together with the distinct charges 
embracing the unwbolesome aggregates, I pre- 
sent the following exhibit,and chailenye the 
world to produce a parallel of tabulated rail- 
road robbery:

Is comment necessary upon these terrible 
rates? Do they not apes trumpet-tongued of 
impositions unparalleled in the aunals of rail- 
road ruffianism? These charges have been 
neither known nor credited beyond the State of 
Nevada. When mentioned by the press the 
have been denied, and with threats of still 
greater oppressions the railroad dictators bave 
silenced the complaints of their victims. 

It may be imagined that, although the printed 
schedules of the railroad companies exact cer- 
tain extravrgant rates in Nevada. they are 
really not charmed as a matter of fact; that they 
are simply an exhibit of what might be done in 
the way of charges, rather than of what the 
consciences of the railroad managers will per- 
mit their agents to do. In other words, that 
these printed schedules are but harmless ex- 
hibitions of power, intended to reconcile ship- 
pers to lower but still excessive rates. 

Assuming that some such idea may be enter- 
tained, I will proceed to dissipate it at once by 
the production of copies of a few of the re- 
ceipted railroad bills in my possession. all show- 
ing that the scheduled rates are adhered to. 

_ [Here followed a number of receipted bills, 
including names of consignees, signatures 
of agents of the companies, and dates. 

What do tnese bills show? They show that the 
rates of the printed scheduies have been ov- 
served to the letter. Take, for example, the bill 
ot the Messrs. Mallon for a car-load of candles 
from the East, which was switched off at Reno. 
I have Shown that the through rates for a car- 
load of candles of ten tons from New York to 
San Francisco is just $300, and it will be seen by 
this bill that to the through rate of $312, in pay- 
meut for a car-load and d pounds, is added the 
back rate from San Francisco of $1.14 per 100 

~ounds, making a total charge of $4550.83. And 
it forever remembered that that car-load of 
candies was not moved a single mile beyond 
Reno. And so with the other bills. 
INTIMIDATION OF BUSINESS-MEN, 

From Elko, the receiving point of Tuscarora, 
Cornucopia, and other important mining dis- 
tricts stretching to the southern boundary of 
idaho, | have been unable to procure the testi- 
mony of receipted railroad bills. Why? Be- 
cause, under the frown of their railroad tyrants; 
the merchants have been afraid to furnish 
them. Something of railroads rates at Elko, 
uowever, and the extent to which the merchants 
of that place have been terrorized by railroad 
maungemeut may be gathered from the follow- 
ing extract from a letter, under date of Dec. 9, 
87%, from a prominent and respected citizen of 
Elko. i quote: 

In relation to getting railroad receipts for frieghts I 
liave been unsuccessfui,for the reason that aer- 
‘‘hants and business men are afraid to have ther 
ames connected with the matter. They say the 
}tailroad Company could and would ruin them in 
m heir business; therefore, they decline to give any 
| rinted receipis. Hence, | have been only able to 
« vilect the fuliowing items frum a few of our leading 
1 oerchants: 

‘The Central Pacific Ratlroad Company charges §350 
lor a car-load of coal from San Franciseo to Kiko.

The merchants and business-men of Eastern Nevada 
would be perfectly satisiied if they were not charged 
more for the delivery of freighia at Elko than is 
charged for through freight to San Francisco, a dis- 
tance of 619 mes farther on; or, in other words, they 
believe the Keavan bill now before (Congress wii! give 
the desired reef, and all join in hoping that it may 
become a law. 

What Mttle [ have written you in this matter is in 
confidence, as the little property I have is on the line 
uf the railroad. and |, like others, am at their mercy. 

What, I ask any gentleman upon this floor, is 
the meuuim of this strange revelation? It 
means a lawless and cold-biooded ievy of over 
S500 per car-load upon the people of Elko, with 
a throat to increase the amount should they 
make it public. It means highway robbery, sir, 
tne’ bot piacer and thumb-screw accom pani- 
meuts.

FALSEHOOD AND AUDACTTY. 


I think I have now satisfactorily shown that 
the people ot Nevada are struggiing under a 
weight of railroad impositions alike unprece- 
cented and uncndurable. Yet, in his annual re- 
port of July, 1879, and in his late reply to Judge 
lack, the President of the Central Pacific Rail- 
roai Company audaciously attempts to defend 
these outrages.

This is the only competition which the peopie 
of Nevada have to offer to the railroad imposi- 
tion, the only competition with which the rail- 
roads are confronted in fixing their rates between 
the Rocky and Sierra Nevada Mountains, for our 
streams die in the great basin, and desert bar - 
riers and mountaig ranges fretting the clouds 
have closed to us an cheaper avenues of com- 
mercial supply. 


YES, PACK-MULE COMPETITION IN NEVADA, 


of which the Directors of the Ceutral Pacific in- 
ferentially complain as u sort of. wicked and

In view of the terrible showing that has and 
can be made to the contrary, what must be 
ory of an assertion such as this? The spirit 
of f ‘hood itself thouid feel like standing un- 
covered in the presence of the chilled-iron cheek 
and sublime hardihood of the gentlemen who, 
in their names, permitted this declaration to 
reach the eye of the public. 

A simple Hlustration will show the manner in 
which these discriminations against themselves 
—and they admit no other—are cerrected. 

HOW RATES ARE “ EQUALIZED.” 

Not long since Col. C. was the owner of a la 
wheat-farm in Colusa County, California. The 
railroad rates for wheat from that loeality to 
San Francisco were $6 per ton. Considering the 
distauce of the carriuge, these rates were ex- 
cessive, but the farmers of Colusa were com- 
polled to submit to them. In Sau Joaquin Coun- 
ty, about the same distance from San Francisco, 
was another wheat-growmg section, among the 
prominent farmers of which was Mr. E. The 
railroad charges for wheat to Ban Francisco 
from that district were 89 per tou. Learning of 
Colusa rates, and not understanding why his 
should be any greater, since the carriage was 
about the same from both places, Mr. E., after 
consulting the Colonel, decided to confer with 
the railroad authorities with a view to their 
equalization. A few days alter the gentiemen 
again met. “Have you equalized your wheat 
rutes? inquired the Colonel. Oh, yes,” re- 
— Mr. E.; I had a long talk with President 

tanford, and he promised me 1 should have 
Colusa rates. “Then your rate has been ro- 
duced from nine to six,” returned the Colonel; 
lam glad to bear it.“ “Oh, no,” was the an- 
swer; “ the thing has been equalised by raising 
your rate from six to nine.” ö 

Thus was the kailroad Com v happily re- 
lieved of acomplaint of discrimination, which 
the Directors declare to be a thing unknown.” 
It certainly ought to be when it is susceptible of 
a correction so satisfactory to the Railroad Com- 


pany. 
THE PASSENGER TRAFFIC, 

But the impositions of the Union and Central 
Pacific Railroads are not confined to the car- 
riage of freight. The through passenger rates 
between San Francisco and Omaha are over five 
cents per mile, with the addition of $14 for a 
single berth, and $13.50 for meals at their eating- 
stations. The most of these eating-stations are 
appurtenances of the ruilroads, and the food 
hastily served is as economical in cleanliness, 
variety. and wholesome material as it is extrav- 

nt in price. I do not mention this in the way 
of complaint exactly, for passeugers can carry 
their own lunch- basket, and a rough pioneer ex- 
— of thirty years on the frontiers of the 
cific bas rendered me somewhat indifferent to 
the luxuries and appointments of a well-spreau 
table. My object is simply to shew that the ex- 
ceedingly thrifty managers of the overland 
roads are not restrained by any feeling of pride 
from swelli their annual receipts with the 
protits of badly-provisioned lunch-stands. 
price of a through ticket from Omaha to 
San Francisco is $100.50; distance, 1,927 miles. 
But this represents the price as well from Omaha 
to Reno, 306 miles from San Francisco. and from 
San Francisco to Cheyenne, 516 miles from 
Omaha. Excessive and discriminating though 
the rates be, the passenger can at least con- 
gratulate himself on possessing the advantage 
over candies of not being compelled to pay way 
rates back from San Francisco should he stop at 
Reno on a through ticket from Omaha. His fa- 
cilities for unloading the freight of his own 
person at bis point of destination, together with 
a not unreasonable repusnance to being carried 
five or six bundred miles out of his way, are cir- 
cumstances which have happily relieved him 
from the operations of the back-rate schedule. 


EXCLUSIVE OUTRAGES OF THE CENTRAL PA- 
CIFIc, 

Having thus far devoted myself to the freight 
rates of the Central Patific in Nevada, in con- 
nection with otber roads, I will now saya few 
words in relation to the freight rates of the Com- 
pany exclusively over, its own rails. The rates 
from point to point in Nevada amount almost to 
an interdiction of in ial traitic, and farmers 
wagon their grains to the inilis and their prod- 
uce to the markets m station to station 
along the railroad track. Why, the farmers of 
Big Meadows are to-day hauling their grains in 
wagous along the line of the railroad from 
Lovetock Station to Winnemucca for milling, 
and profitably compet with railroad charges. 
A correspondent oft Silver State, writing 
from Lovelock under diate of November . 1880, 
gives the following: 

The farmers of Big Meadows, not having received 
any encouragement frum the Central Pacific Kallroad 
Company in the matter of reduce rates for trans- 
porting grain, have raiseda yell of indignauon/ and 
started eight teams, loaded with about .o pounds 
of wheat, for the tlouring mills at Winnemucca. It 
looks like old times to sce so many teams leave asma!!l 
piace like this at one time to compete with the rail- 
road. The farmers purpose exchanging their wheat 
for flour, and by doing so will have louds back. They 
expect to make the round trip in seven days, and give 
employment to several men andatlarge number of 
horses, and make money dy doing sv, and running in 
vpposition to the railroad, company. As soon ast 
teams return they will be loaded again and their 
number will be increased. 

The farmers save on this tmp $1.08 per hundred 
pounds, making u total forthe eight loads of 48, and 
ali this money is kept at home. Even by paying driv- 
ers & per day and board. the farmers claim to make 
from $10 te $15 per day on each team, which they 
would have to feed if idié in their stables, and that is 
agood price fur small teams nowadays. There is 
plenty of wrain on the Meadows this year, and there 
is talk of hauling the barley by wagons to Wadsworth 
instead of shipping it by rail. 

SPECIAL DISCRIMINATIONS AGAINST NE- 
VADA. 

With San Francisco rates of transportation 
the foundries and machine-shops of Virginia 
and Gold Hill would be abie to supply Eastern 
Nevada and Utab with large quantities of min- 
ing-machinery; but the Centrai Pacitic foiks will 
not permit it, and to prevent it they charge #200 
per car-load more for machinery forwarded 
from Reno to Utab than from San Francisco to 
Utah. In verification of this strange statement 
I submit the following copies of telegrams in my 
possession. 

In explanation I will state that the Ontario 
Mining Company in Utah Territory required a 
quantity of heavy machinery, which Mr. Eckart, 
an enterprising foundryman and macbhinist of 
Virginia City, believed he could furnish at San 
Francisco prices, provided he was charged no 
more than San Francisco rates for transporta- 
tion. Mr. Eckart was in San Francisco at the 
time, and telegraphed to the freight agent of 
the Virginia & Truckee Railroad KA, to get 
the lowest rates of transportauon from Virginia 
City to Reno, and from Reno to Ogdea. In re- 
ply he received the following dispatch: 

VIRGINIA, Aug. 21, 1878 (Received at San Francisco, 
Aug. 71, 1538—-11:50 a. m.)—To W. K. Eckart: Your 
message promptiy answered. Central Pacific rates 
from Keno to Ogden, tec per Ww. Our (Virginia & 
Truckee) rates to Keno, $75 per car. Have no au- 
thority to name special rates over the Central Pacitic, 
but iwiil join them in any reduction of tariff rates 
above named. D. A. BENDER. 

But no reduction in the rates telegrapbed was 
made, and the machinery was furnished from 
San Francisco. Curious to know what rates had 
been yey me on the machinery from San Fran- 
Cisco to Ogden, after its delivery Mr. Eckart 
teicgraphed the Superintendent of the Ontario 
Mining Company ut Salt Lake, making the in- 
quiry. The reply was this: 

SALT LAKE. Feb. 12, 1879 (Received at Virginia City, 
Feb. 12, ir-: p. m.)—To W. R. Eckhart: Three 
bundred and twenty a car for machinery.

Freights which the railroad company refused 
to take from Reno to Ogden for tess than $5382 per 
car-load they forwarded from San Francisco to 
Ogden tor $320, and made a longer carriage by 
JU6 miles. lu this instance there was no con- 
necting road to dictate terms. It was a matter 
entirely with the Central Pacific, and l am cu- 
rious to know what the expianation can be for 
such beartiess discriminanon against the manu- 
facturers of Nevada. 


How THE CENTRAL PACIFIC WAS BUILT. 

Nor can the necessity for securing a fair re- 
turn for the money invested in the Central Pa- 
citic Railroad be urged in explanation of their 
extraordinary charges. When they began the 
construction of the road they paid taxes in the 
aggregate on property of all kinds amounting to 
Jess than $150,000. To-day their railroad prop- 
erty alone, with the indebtedness standing 
against it deducted, is valued by them at the 
enormous sum of over 81886, ., 000. But it can- 
not be shown that they ever advanced money 
enough from their own pockets to build a single 
taille of the road. The bonds of the Government 
and the subsides and gifts of the people were 
oe than suilicient to build and stuck the road 
entire, 

The origina! incorporators paid in 10 per cent 
on $1,000 a mile for 1145 miles, the estimated di 
tance from Sacramento w the Nevada line. 
Twelve hundred and fifty shares of stock were 
subscribed at $10) per share. of which Messrs. 
Stanford, Hunt ton, Hopkins, and Crocker 
took 60U sha rcs. ssuming, however, that they 
advanced the yoquined pee cent on all the 
shares su bscribe< a ir original investment 
did not exceed $12,500 all toid. this smali in- 
vestment the gentlemen have done well,—so 
well, in fact, that in 187; President Stanford re- 
ported the property of the Centra! Pacitic to be 
Werth $197,006,680.66, while Mr. Crocker. Presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacitic, valued the proper- 
ty of that road at $11559,011.98,—making a total 
Viluation of $32,363,502. The indebtedness of 
the Central Pacific was given by Mr. Stanford at 
bg; w.64, and the indebteduess of the South- 
ern Pacific was placed by Mr. Croeker at $30,415,- 
$52.95.—making the total indebtedness of the two

The Enlarged illinois Canal. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

FaArRsory, III., April 9.—Do the real friends of 
this work realize that the first practical step 
forward is now about to be frustrated, and that 
if so, two years more delay will be inevitable? 
The dead apathy and negiect that appears to 
prevail, would seem to indicate that they do not 
realize the dangerous situation of affairs. If the 
bill long since introduced before the Illinois 
Legislature by Senator Whiting can pass before 
adjournment, then in November the people of 
Illinois can vote the conditional transfer to the 
United States, and then, and not till then, the 
matter can be brought properly before Congress 
and the country for decisive and practical 
action; and thus the interminable delay, error, 
and secret and findireot opposiuon 
from various sources, at home and abroad, 
through various pretences and various ferms of 
error, can probabiy soon be made to give way to 
common interests, actual work, and accom- 
plished results. Rut if this necessary legal step 
is now defeated by delay or other means, then 
all must wait for the next session of the Lilinois 
Legisiature two years hence. This would be 
highly injurious and unnecessary. And all that 
the enemy need to kill the bill. and so put the 
matter off for two years longer at least, is justa 
little more delay, that may be caused by pre- 
tended triends. And the delay is very liabie to 
occur, as usual, unless there is some active 
movement or agitation of the matter. 

Fifty-eight years have elapsed since legisia- 
tion began looking to this moderate -work,—an 
adequate and suitable conuection betwen the 
Great Lake and Mississippi systems, via the II- 
linois River and Canal. And now every right 
and just interest in all this land looking to the 
welfare, safety, and happiness of its people de- 
mand that it should be completed at once. 

The benefits will soon then be felt in twenty- 
three great States situated upon these interior 
waters.—then for the first enjoying this improv- 
ed inland navigation. 

Aud all the great public economies of the en- 
tire country conducive to sound, general, and 
real prosperity among alt its people will be pro- 
moted by the full use of these great natural 
organs as prepared for our use by the Creative 
Wisdom through eons of agea. 

And there are very peculiar and urgent rea- 
sons why further delay would be criminal and 
dangerous, and should not be endured or tol- 
erated. But upathy and indifference will not 
ward off this danger or treachery to interests 
that none should neglect or disregard if they 
would do their duty as citizens and as men. 

No pretexts whatever should be aliowed to 
cause the people of Lilinois to lose the oppor- 
tunity of voting on this question in November 
next inaccordance with this bill, with the rec- 
ommendaton of the Governor, with the Consti- 
tution of the State, and with great and urgent 
necessities, and with the common safety, inter- 
ests, and welfare of all.

Lovely State of Affairs at Yorktown, Va. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

YORKTOWN, Va., April 6.—1 will now attempt 
to detail to you some of the doings of our quiet 
village. On last Christmas Eve a drunken 
white man sbot and killed two innocent colored 
men in astore a few miles below bere, and 
stabbed another so badly that he is now confined 
to bis bed. The culprit was arraigned last court- 
day in this town for trial, and amore tarcical 
trial could not be produced by any set of 
theatrical performers in the world. The regular 
County Judge could nat face the public after 
sitting on a case which be knew could not in any 
legal sense be exeused,and therefore he ex- 
cused himeelf under the pretext of going to the 
inauguration,—where he did not go,—by send- 
ing a Judge from the upper part of this district, 
who bad been a Colonel in the Rebel army, to 
try this case. I wasaun eye-witness to this whole 
trial, and I do say without fear of contradiction 
by — truthful person that there was not even 
the slightest cause or provocation for striking 
the victims, much less than shooting two out- 
right, as was unequivically proven, and fatally 
wounding the third, all of whom were men of 
large families; and this by a notorious drunken 
sot who is always in some difficulty. The plea 
set up before the jury by his counsel was, that 
these men were negroes, and the prisoner 
a bold ex-Confederate soldier, who had waded 
his shoe-soles deep in the blood of negroes and 
Yankees during the War.

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RAILROAD CORPORATIONS. 


Power of the State to Control Them— 
Review of the Legal Question. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

C AO, April 9.—There is no public question 
of greater interest at the present time than the 
power of the State to control and regulate those 
railroad companies which have 80 te op- 
pressed and imposed upon the peuple by ex- 
orbitant and unjust rates of transportation.§ 

It is believed that people generally do not re- 
alize the extent to which the highest court of 
the land has gone in placing railway and other 
public corporations within the control of the 
people; and any people which ignores its power 
to redress the wrongs inflicted upon it, when the 
supreme law of the land points out a plain 


method of redress, is only worthy to remain in 
very. 

* 3 desire first to call to your attention a fact 
which has been as yet eg A ignored by those 
who have written upon this vitally important 
subject; a fact which is studiously avoided by 
Mr. George Ticknor Curtis in his article on 
“Ownership of Railway Property“ in the April 
number of the North American Review. 

It is falsely —— by — —— on 

peak ore ticular y ra u- 
5 gy Ay -¥ b ress, that the only 
power of a State Legisiature to regulate rates 
of fare and freight is between points 
lying wholiy within that State; that 
the power to regulate rates between a point 
lying in one State and a point lying in another 

tate, belongs exclusively to Congress under 
the power vested by the Federal Constitution in 
that body to “regulate commerce between the 
States, and that, wntil a law is passed by Con- 
gress, the people are without remedy to control 
anything but the local business of a railroad be- 
tween points wholly within the territorial limits 
of that State which enacts the law fixing 


rates. 

Everybody knows that the greatest inflictions 
now suffered are those arising from exorbitant 
rates between points lying within different 
States, and that only a small! percentage of ship- 
ments are mude between points lying wholly 
witbin one State. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in Peik vs. Railway Company (4 
Otto 04 U. 8. 164) bas emphaticaily given the lie 
to this faise assumption. 

That case * presents the singie question.“ says 
Chief-Justice Waite, “of the power of the 
— Legisiature to provide by law for a max - 

mum charge to be made by the Railway Com- 

pany for fare and freight upon the transporta- 
tion of persons and property .. . taken up 
outside the State and brought within tt, ur taken 
up inside and carried without.” 

It was urwed before the Court that this power 
belonged exciusiveiy to Congress. But the 
Court held that ** until Congress acts jn reference 
to the relations of the Company to inter-State 
commerce it is certainly within the power of 
the State to reguiate its fares, ete.“; that a rail- 
way extending beyond a State bas nevertheless 
domestic relations with the people of that State 
which may incidentally extend beyond the State 
lines, and untii Congress undertakes to leg- 
isiate upon the subject any State may 
enact laws revulating rates to paid by its 
own people, even though it may indirectly af- 
fect those without. 

In the gallant contest which Mr. George F. 
Harding lately @rried on almost single- handed 
against the railways before the Senate Com- 
mittee of this State, the railways refused to an- 
swer his charges of violating the scheduie of 
rates, because, they said, the State of lili- 
nois has no power to regulate rates, except be- 
tween points wholly within the State of Illinois,” 
thus ignoring the supreme law of the land, as 
announced in the Peik case. 

The people must be made aware of the great 
fact that the law of the land & againat te rail- 
ways; that there is nothing revolutionary in 
subjecting these co rations to Government 
control; that the real violators of law are the 
railroads, who levy the same kind of tax and 
toli as did the robber knights of the middle ages 
who plundered each passing caravan upon the 
public highway. 

A Legisiature should be elected in Illinois that 
will pass laws for ved ges yee and not half-way 
measures emasculated by railroad influence of 
ali potency and effect. 

For instance, let the Assembly enact a law 
fizing the rates of fare and freight absolutely, 
making a fixed limit beyond which ho charges 
shall be made, and repeal the present feeble en- 
actment which makes a certain schedule of 
rates only prima facie evidence in courts of a 
„ reasonable rate,“ and leaves th@raiirvads the 
privilege of proving that a higher rate than the 
schedule rate is fair and justidable. 

Now, when I say “ enact a law fixing the rates 
absolutely, I propose nothing new, revolution- 
ary, or unconstitutional; the United States Su- 
preme Court has settled that question also in 
favor ef the people. 

In Railroad Company vs. Ackley (4 Otto, 04 U. 
S., 179) the highest Court of the land, through 
Chief-Justice Waite, suys: “ The question pre- 
sented is, whether a railroad company can re- 


cover for the transportation of property e than 


the mazimum rate fired by the ut [viz.: an act 
passed by the Wisconsin Legislature fix.ng a 
limit to freight charges by railways beyond 


which it should be unlawful to charge any- 


thing]. 

The Railroad Company urged its right to 
prove that the bigher rates actually charged 
were no wore than a reusouable compensation 
for the services rendered. But the Supreme 
Court decided: As between the Company and 
the freiguter there is a statutory limitatwn of the 
charge tor transportation actually performed. 
For goods actually carried, the limit 
of the recovery is that prescribed by statute.”’ 


Nothing can change these decisions except | 
new men appointed to the Supreme Bench in | 


the interest of railroads, who may secure a re- 
versal. Congress is filled with railroad lawyers, 
and there are at least two Justices of the Su- 
preme Court appointed through railroad in- 
huence. 


Let the Republican party oppose this new | 
sigvery which is fixing itself upon the whole | 
lahd, if it would justify its boast of being the | 


party of progress, and thereby gain anew the 
gratitude of the country and perpetuate itselr 
for another generation.

Kailroad slavery of commerce is denounced by 
the supreme law of the and. and yet the people 
submit tu it, and allow their representatives to 
be bribed and bought in Congress and State 
Legislatures. 

Agitate the matter until the relations of rail- 
roads to the people are fully comprebended.

The Rev. Mr. RKamsde les Catholic 
Wife-—Decision of the Washington 
Presbytery—The Case to Be Further 
Contested,

The effort to depose the Rev. Charles B. Rams- 
dell trom the pulpit of the North Presbyterian 
Church of this city is the absurbing topic of the 
day. The trial,” so far us the Washington Pres- 
bytery are concerned, has come to an end, with 
a victory by a bare majority for that portion of 
the congregation which stood by the pustor and 
insisted that nis relation with the church should 
not be disturbed. But the end is not 
ret. The large party of church mem- 

‘rs who urged the pastor's withdrawal 
or expulsion are not wiliing to rest under 
defeat; they maintain that they are right iu 
their pusition; that the pastor, by his marriage 
with a lady of the Roman Catholic faith. bas so 
impaired bis usefulness and so disturbed the 
peace and harmony of the church that a sever- 
ance of the pastoral relauon is essential to its 
posses’. 
to the Baltimore Synod, to meet in October next. 
and thence it willgoto the General Assembly, 
the highest Presbyterian court in the land. No 
case involving the question at issue has ever 
been considered. by this bigh church tribunal. 
and the marriage of the Rev. Mr. Ramsdell is 
destined to create an ecclesiastical stir that will 
be felt from ocean to ocean. 

The history of the case is an interesting one. 
The Kev. Mr. Ramsdell, the principai actor, 
isa man of great ability, a zealous Christian 
worker, and a straightforward, honest. warm- 
hearted man. He graduated with high 
honors at Yale College in 1872, and thea 
prepared for the ministry at the Union Theo- 
jogical Seminary of New York, graduating at 
that institution in 1875. His first and only 
charge wasthe North Presbyterian Church of 
this 4 6 His wife, whose name bas unfortu- 
nately but necessarily been brought into the 
controversy, is a Washington lady of high stand- 
ing. Her maiden name was Miss May Brooks. 
She is a graduate of Notre Dame College, Mary- 
land, She is a devout Christian lady, but 
very liberalin her religious views. The mur- 
ringe of these two persons was sulemnized by a 
Protestant minister—the Kev. Dr. Patton—some 
sixteen montbs ago, in Chicago. Mr. Ramedeli’s 
acquaintance with his wife began several vears 
prior to their marriage. The young clergyman 
was at that time a cierk in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and boarded at the bouse of the youn 
lady's mother. The lady was, by the way. a sch. £ 
arin the class conducted at that time by Mr. 
Ramsdell in the Sunday-school of the New York 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. The acquaint- 
ance ripened into love, and the young pastor, 
when he wedded his bride, had been in charge 
of the North Church for about three years. U 
to that time he was exceediugly popular with all 
the members of his church. His marriage at 
once created dissension, as bis fair and gifted 
bride was at the time of ber wedding a devout 
member of the Roman Catholic Church. After 
ber marriage she remained faithful to ber vows 
to the Church of Rome, attending mass and the 
confessional. She always, however, attended 
the Subbath morning service in her husband's 
church. The dissent over the pastor's marriage 
continued day by day to grow in strength, and 
in May last the dissenters took formal uetion to 
sccure a dissolution of the pastoral relation. At 
a church meeting, beld May 4, 1880, the initial 
step was taken which culminated in the excit- 
mg trial which has just been concluded before 
the Washington Presbytery.
